Fifth Army Smashes Gustav Line 


New Kind of Fighting Terrain in Italy

ALGIERS, Feb. 2.—Ameri- 
can and French forces broke 
through the Nazi Gustav line 
north of Cassino on a front 
several miles wide, as other 
5th Army troops battled to 
extend their invasion beach- 
heads below Rome, a com- 
munique said today. 

British forces on the northern 
wing of the invasion armies had 
driven to the outskirts of Camp 
Leone, 15 air line miles from 
Rome, while the Americans 
fought their way to the edge of 
Cisternia, 12% miles to the south. 

(Radio Paris said the thunder of 
heavy cannonading from both 
Campo Leone and Cisternia could 
be heard clearly in Rome.) 

Gen. Sir Henry M. Wilson's com- 
munique revealed that Franco- 
American infantry and armored 
units drove westward through the 
mountains above Cassino yesterday 
in a flanking thrust that endanger- 
ed the entire German line guarding 
the Via Casilina, inland road to 
Rome. 


CANADIANS GAIN 

Simultaneously, Canadian patrols 
stabbed into the Nazi defences 
along the Adriatic front north of 
Ortona. 

The Canadians won high ground 
commanding a crossroads a mile 
and a half southeast of Tollo and 
knocked out three German anti- 
tank guns. 

On the lower Garigliano River, 
enemy counter-attacks against the 
British lines had ceased and the 
British had firmly consolidated 
new positions gained after days 
of hard fighting. 

On the 5th “Army sector below 
Rome, British and American troops 
thrust two armored spearheads east 
and north from their coastal beach- 
heads in a twin thrust aimed at 
splitting the German armies in cen- 
tral Italy in two. 


KESSELRING AT FRONT 

(German radio reports heard in 
London said Field Marshal Albert 
Kesselring, Nazi commander in 
southern Italy, had driven from 
Rome to the beachhead area to di- 
rect the German defence person- 
ally.) 

Bad weather limited aerial opera- 
tions throughout the Italian battle 
area and interrupted the heavy 
bombing campaign against Nazi air- 
fields and communications lines in 
the north.

KAMLOOPS, B.C., Feb. 2.— 
(CP) — Alex Walker of Calgary, 
Dominion president of the Cana- 
dian Legion, in an address here 
Tuesday, commended the federal 
government’s announced inten- 
tion of establishing a department 
of veterans’ affairs. 

The Legion is urging the govern- 
ment to establish insurance for 
members of the armed forces serv- 
ing anywhere in the world, Walker 
said, rather than insurance con- 
fined to men serving overseas only. 

The Legion is also asking that the 
disability pension for women in 
the armed forces be placed at par 
with that already in effect for men, 
he added, 


At present there is no govern- 
ment insurance system covering 
members of the forces. 

However, pension benefits apply 
to a man serving overseas and his 
dependents whether he is killed 
or injured while on service or on 
leave. In Canada, pensions benefits 
cover a man and his dependents 
only when he is killed or injured 
in the exercise of military duties. 
A man killed or injyred on leave 
in Canada is not enfltled to pen- 


sions benefits.

OTTAWA, Feb. 2.—The Canadian government's new na- 
tional health scheme will provide free medical and dental treat- 
ment for all persons under 18 years of age, while uniform

The plant, which employs up- 
ward of 2,300 men and women, is 
expected to be operating at peak 
capacity again by at least May |. 

By that time new Canadian-made 
types of training planes, which are 
supplanting British trainers, will 
have completed initial operational 
runs prior to regulation overhauls. 
This period is of about 1,500 hours. 
Some temporary slackening-off in 
repair work is also resulting from 
the conversion from fighter pilot 
training to bomber crew training at 
some service flying training schools. 
In no case does this mean that 
schools operated under the com- 


bined training plan, will be closed, 
it was learned. 

This is the way the proposition 
was put: 

“The Allies have definitely 
changed from detensive to of- 
fensive war in the air. We there- 
fore require fewer fighter pilots 
but many more bomber pilots, 
Navigators and gunners to man 
the steadily increasing fleets of 
bombers. Ther. will naturally be 
fewer training planes of the type 
used to train fighter pilots. 

“This will mean only a few 
planes less in the entire western 
air training command and employ-, 
ment will not be affected to any 
noticeable extent,” it was stated. 

Some changes have been made 
in training of air crew from the 
British Isles, with more of these 
likely to be trained elsewhere in 
future, it was learned,

Destroyer Losses 
Top Ist World War 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—(AP)— 
Contending navies in 52 months of 
the Second Great War have lost 
more than twice as many destroy- 
ers aS the belligerents in the First 
Great War which lasted about two 
months less than the present con- 
flict has. 

Destroyer losses in the present 
conflict total 425, compared to 185 
between Aug. 1, 1914 and Novy. 11, 
1918, naval communique and semi- 
official sources indicate.

The Dominion government is to 
be urged by the province of Al- 
berta to re-open the Ontario mar- 
ket to Alberta coal shipments, it 
was stated Wednesday by Hon.

Drumheller, miners have been re- 
ported this week as being concern- 
ed regarding the lay-off of labor at 
the domestic mines there. It was 
stated they would request lifting of 
the Ontario embargo on coal from 
this province. 

Mr. Tanner said today: “It would 
seem that the over-all coal short- 
age in Canada should be so 
handled that mines will be kept in 
full operation, regardless of any 
temporary local conditions that 
may exist.” 

“Surely something should be 
done by those in authority to make 
it possible for our coal to roll east 
whenever it is needed.” 

The Dominion coal controller's 
order, keeping Alberta coal from 
the Ontario market, was issued 
late in 1942, in an effort to divert 
Alberta shipments to British 
Columbia, where a shortage exist- 
ed. Extremely mild weather con- 
ditions this winter are held 
responsible for curtailment of 
coal mine operations in this prov- 
ince, as orders for fuel have de- 
creased in volume.

This might mean 
that Canada and United States 
would undertake to reduce tariffs 
ten per cent each year, reaching 
full free trade within ten years. 

Canada has begun to act on the 
declaration contained in the speech 
from the throne, that Canada’s pros- 
perity and the future full employ- 
ment of thousands of Canadians, 
will depend on restoration and ex- 
pansion of world trade.

Willkie Seeking 
Another Crack 


At Presidency 


Wendell Willkie, who lost the 
presidential election to Roosevelt 
in 1940 and then went on to back 
the President’s foreian policy, 
wants to try it again. This story 
tells what he is up against in his 
own country.—Editor.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 2.—(CP)— 
Wendell Willkie, who came from 
behind at the Philadelphia Repub- 
lican convention in 1940, won his 
chance at “the champ” and lost, is 
slugging awav for a second chance 
to compete for the presidency of 
the United States. 

But the dopesters here say Will- 
kie will have to fight Governor 
Thomas Dewey of New York for the 
nomination when the Republicans 
hold their national convention in 
Chicago in June to pick their can- 
didate for the November presftien- 
tial election. 

And the concensus seems to be 


that by convention time there will) 


be such a preponderant Dewey 
trend among the Republicans that 
all opposition will be obliterated on 
the first ballot. 


DEWEY MAY GET REVENGE 

Of course Dewey has sald he 
would not be a candidate for nom- 
Ination but the convention could 
nominate him against his will and 
veteran opinion here ig that the 
convention will do that. 

Dewey has not, at this writing, 
said he would refuse to run if 
nominated. 

It would be a sweet revenge for 
Dewey if he takes the nomination 
away from Willkie. Because that is 
what Willkie did to him at the 1940 
convention. 


“Stop-Willkie” campaigns have 
been reported. It would seem his 
Ideas about international co-op- 
ertaion and toward certain Roos- 
evelt policies are too much like 
Roosevelt.’s, 

Mark Sullivan, Washington's vet- 
eran and astute political commen-

with the principles of the Atlantic 
Charter, arrangements required to 
clear the channels of trade and 
promote the flow of goods among 
all nations after the war are being 
explored with other countries. Dis- 
cussions will be advanced as rapidly 
as the exigencies of war will per- 
mit.” 

The Ottawa viewpoint foresees 
Canada and the United States tak- 
ing the lead in tariff reduction as 
an example to the world. At 
same time, any Canadian-American 
agreement would be fully multi-| 
lateral in principle and available 
for other countries. Discussions 
with the United Kingdom are ex- 
pected to proceed simultaneously 
with discussions with United States. 


An important feature of pres- 
ent negotiations, recognized on 
both sides of the Canada-US, 
border, is that action will now 
clarify for Canadian and Amer- 
ican industry the prospect of 
greater freedom of trade in fu- 
ture. As the transition is made 
from war to peace production, 
Canada would thus avoid creation 
of new vested interests in protec- 
tionism, 


The possibility exists that Can- 
ada will assume the initiative in 
abandoning Imperial preference 
principles in trade relations. It is 
too soon to forecast this definitely 
but Imperial preference has be- 
come an obstacle to further ex- 
pansion in Canadian - American 
trade, some observers believe. 
Aside from free trade in war ma- 
Canadian-American com- 
merce has exhausted all possible 
benefits obtainable under the U.S. 
reciprocal trade agreements act, 
under which congress last June ex- 
tended President Roosevelt's pow- 
ers to enter reciprocal agreements 
with various countries. Canadian- 
American reciprocity was estab- 
lished in 1935 and extended in 1938 
and informed Ottawa opinion has 
recognized for some time that fur- 
ther margin for development of 
trade between the two countries is 
very small without cancelling of 
reservations made hy each country 
in the reciprocal agreements. Can- 
ada’s chief reservation was this 
country’s commitment to Imperial 
preference dealings with other 
British countries.

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Not Planning Elections 


Prime Minister King told parliament 
Monday he hopes it will not be necessary 
to hold a wartime election. The Govern- 
ment was not making plans or seeking 
issues for an early appeal to the voters, 
and did not intend to dissolve the House 
unless prevented from properly carrying 
on the business of the country. He could 
not say what would be the situation a year 
hence, when the statutory life of the 
present House is due to expire, but unless 
there were strong reasons for so doing he 
would not propose an extension of the par- 
liamentary term. The statement clears the 
air of surmise and propaganda forecasting 
an election this year, probably before many 
months, 

The public will quite generally welcome 
the announcement. There has been no wide 
popular demand for an early election, and 
is no real reason why one should be held. 
Most Canadians would resent rather than 
approve the disturbance and distraction of 
an unnecessary campaign while our forces 
overseas are locked in deadly combat. 
There is a prospect that by this time next 
year Germany will be knocked out and only 
Japan remain to be dealt with. In.which 
event an election can be held in less critical 
and more appropriate circumstances; and 
the undesirable expedient avoided of ex- 
tending the parliamentary term. 


Sick Pay Increased 


Hon. Ian Mackenzie has moved quickly 
to remedy an injustice hitherto done to 
members of the armed forces discharged 
for medical reasons. The sick or wounded 
soldier, sailor or airman will in future draw 
treatment allowances and dependents’ 
allowances equal to the regular pay of men 
in his rank, from the time he is discharged 
until his period of treatment ends—which 
means until he is completely restored in 
health or is placed on pension, Hitherto the 
treatment allowances have been much less 
than regular pay plus allowances. It is to 
be hoped the change will be made retro- 
active, so that men who have drawn only 
the reduced rates will be compensated and 
put on an equal footing with others. 

Increases are also to be made in the 
scale under the War Veterans’ Allowance 
Act. Heretofore a single veteran or a 
widow without dependents was entitled 
to $360 per year, a married veteran or a 
widow with children to double this amount. 
But if the pensioner had any other income 
the pension was reduced by that sum. 
Under the new provisions the rates are to 
be raised to $365 and $730 respectively, 
and the pensioner may have earned and 
other income in addition up to $150. 

Taxpayers will approve and not grudge 
this humanizing tendency, and hope that 
it will apply in any other particulars in 
which the regulations are found to work 
discrimination or hardship. The minister, 
himself a veteran of the First great war, is 
to be congratulated on recognizing that the 
needs of servicemen and their dependents 
are more important than saving money at 
the cost of injustice to them. 


Why Destroy Berlin ? 


Berlin is a city that is being blotted out, 
deliberately and swiftly. Fourteen times in 
little more than two months it has been 
raided by huge fleets of Allied planes. 
Twenty thousand tons or more of bombs 
have been dropped on its war factories, rail- 
way terminals, military establishments and 
governmental offices. That bombs have 
miscarried, and that fires have swept 
through great residential areas, is un- 
doubtedly true. Large numbers of civilians 
have been killed and injured by these inci- 
dental occurrences; that was inevitable. 

This destruction was planned, and is 
being carried out systematically. It will go 
on until for practical purposes Berlin is no 
more. For this the Allied nations are re- 
sponsible; there can be no dodging that 
fact. The airmen and air officials are not 
just going on their own. They are acting 
under orders, in accord with calculated 
policy, and in the name of the peoples of 
the United Nations, ‘ 

Why is this being done? That question 
must be faced frankly by conscientious 
people in all the Allied countries. There 
must be justifying reasons, if we are to 
claim for ourselves any better moral stand- 
ards than those of the enemy. We ought to 
recognize and remember what those rea- 
sons are, 

Vengeance is not the motive, for 
vengeance is no factor in military problems. 
It is not a matter of evening the score for 
the damage done to London and Rotterdam 
and Kharkov; the destruction of a dozen 
Berlins would not balance the account 
against the Nazis for depredations per- 
petrated in other countries. 

One reason is that Berlin has been a 
great centre of war industry, a main distri- 
bution point of war supplies, the admin- 
istrative headquarters of the enemy war 
plans, That alone justifies the punishment 
it has received. 

But the even stronger reason is that 
Berlin has been also the centre and symbol 
of the military aggression that has made 
Germany a menace to neighboring coun- 
tries, and a growing menace to the entire 
world, over a period:of more than half a 
century. That is the headquarters where 
the Prussian war-makers have plotted their 
couguesta and from which they have 
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spread their “blood and iron” doctrine for 
generations. 

Dogmatic statements cannot be made as 
to what might have been, But it is a rea- 
sonable assumption that the present war 
would not have occurred if in 1918 the 
Allied armies had traversed Germany from 
end to end and camped in Berlin long 
enough for the German people to. gain a 
realistic sense of the power they would en- 
counter if they ever again allowed them- 
selves to be made the tools of the ambitious 
plotters of military aggression. That 
object lesson is now being taught by the 
destruction of Berlin; as it will be taught by 
the complete occupation of Germany by 
Allied troops. 

There is evidently no other way to safe- 
guard the world against another-and 
worse-Berlin-made war than to completely 
destroy the place where two world wars 
have already been hatched. That is the 
main reason, and the sufficient justifica- 
tion for removing the breeding-place and 
symbol of German militarism, The signifi- 
cance of Berlin must be utterly erased from 
German minds if the world is to be allowed 
to live in peace.

Casualties in United States forces are 
given as 146,186, killed, wounded and miss- 
ing. It is little more than two years since 
that country entered the war. The casualty 
list bespeaks the energy it has put into the 
fighting in both theatres. 
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Rabaul, Japan’s second strongest base 
in the South, Pacific, has been bombed 
daily for nearly three weeks. Alexishafen 
in New Guinea has been pounded as regu- 
larly and as long. The enemy bases in the 
Marshall group have been strafed as per- 
sistently. These proceedings will increase 
Tojo’s surprise at the rate at which 
United States plants are turning out 
planes, and sharpen his expressed wonder 
as to whether they can keep up the pace. 
His curiosity on that subject is being given 
plenty of inspiration. 


If the Hitler forces in the Leningrad 
area are to escape they must either do so 
through a 50 mile corridor between the 
north end of Lake Peipus and the Gulf of 
Finland, or go around the south end of the 
lake, 200 miles away. But Russian columns 
are pushing for both outlets, with an even 
chance of getting there first. Berlin radio 
said weeks ago that the Nazi troops were 
being pulled back to a shorter line, running 
from Riga to the Black Sea. But that 
wesn’t done. Now there is a ed that 
the 250,000 Nazis in the Leningrad corral 
will be killed or captured, and that a like 
fate is in store for the even greater num- 
ber who are fighting for their lives in the 
bend of the Dnieper, far to the south. Ex- 
planations of the “withdrawal” claim 
would seem to be in order.

If we have raised lilac and honey- 
suckle bushes the perfume is over- 
powered by the reek of rotting gar- 
bage or smoke, 

If the pigeons are a menace to 
health what about the millions of 
enormous blue flies that breed in 
rotten refuse and which swarm on 
our screens and doors, and line our 
porches, It is impossible to keep 
them out of our houses especially 
where there are children. We are 
assured that the stench is not in- 
jurious to health, this is not true, 
one cannot be nauseated day after 
day and sleep or rather try to 
sleep in rooms without ventilation 
without having one’s resistance 
lowered, If any asthmatic people 
were in the district last night they 
must have suffered.

On second thought, some Austra- 
lians realize that accumulations of 
U.S, funds from soldier spending 
have vastly changed Australia’s po- 
sition in the sterling area and such 
balances have begun to alter its 
debtor position in London, If lend- 
lease leads to new commercial re- 
lations with America, Australia 
May experience permanent econo- 
mic development while retaining 
its traditional economic relations 
with Britain. 

The American, as far as the 
average Australian knew, was a 
strange glamorous figure out of a 
Babylonish civilization. America 
can blame Hollywood in part for 
that. It took time for Australians 
to discover that Americans are 
really boys from the cornfields of 
Kansas and Iowa, the Dakota wheat 
farms, the small towns of Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio and Maryland. 
Some of them have not discovered 
it yet. On the whole, Australia’s 
relations in future with the United 
States rest on a series of question 
marks. Will America remain in- 
terested in the Southwest Pacific 
or revert to isolationism? It {s no 
consolation to know that the rest 
of the world wonders about this, 
too, Still, Australia is ready for 
a new deal in Pacific, and is pre- 
pared to play its hand. This is the 
substance of recent Curtin state- 
ments.

Meanwhile, Australia’s relations 
with Britain passed through a 
stormy phase. After years of iso- 
lated security, Australia was virtu- 
ally on its own. “Our fate is in the 
balance,” said Curtin. Australia be- 
gan to withdraw its troops from 
the Middle East. One force was lost 
in Malaya. It fought heroically, 
suffered 45 per cent battle casual- 
ties among its 18,000 men. The 
Churchill-Curtin controversy over 
the return of Australia’s last divi- 
sion in the Mediterranean, the 9th, 
was aired in the recent election 
campaign. Allied strategy required 
the division in India to bolster the 
Burma front. Curtin said it must 
come back to Australia, and it did. 
That division has written a record 


of valor in New Guinea. But the 
British Commonwealth is greater 
than an honest difference of opin- 
ion. Curtin’s position today es- 
tablishes this point clearly. 

Curtin and most Australians 
accept the Hitler-first concept of 
global strategy. About a year ago 
(Jan, 27, 1943) Curtin made this 
clear when, completing the great- 
est mobilization for the defence of 
Australia ever achieved, he warned 
Australians that upon them alone 
for the time being the defence of 
Australia would depend. He said: 

“The amount of strength which 
can be allocated to this theatre 
from other places has serious 
limitations upon it. Those limita- 
tions are not due to lack of good- 
will towards this theatre. They are 
limitations arising from the very 
nature of the struggle.” 

Australia is re-examining its 
position in the British Common- 
wealth. On August 14, 1943, Cur- 
tin suggested forming an Imperial 
Council. He foresaw broader asso- 
ciations with Britain and with 
other dominions. He said: 

“There must be an enlargement 
of our law-making powers so that 
we shall have regard to the inter- 
ests of those who have stood with 
us for the preservation of the vital 
things of life and with us may co- 
operate in making the world a 
finer place. I believe some form of 
imperial consultation must emerge 
as a result of the experiences of the 
world. I do not belleve that Britain 
can manage the empire on the basis 
purely of a government sitting in 
London. I believe that some im- 
perial authority must be evolved so 
that the British Commonwealth of 
Nations will have, if not an execu- 
tive body, at least a standing co-re- 
lative body. ... An empire council 
may lead to some larger world 
body about which men have dream- 
ed. It would be impossible to deal 
with the legacy of war in the higher 
councils of the nations unless ma- 
chinery similar to that set up for 
war were maintained.” 

Two points stand out in this dec- 
laration. Australia claims the 
sovereignty to maintain close re- 
lations with “those who have stood 
with us,” Le, United States. Aus- 
tralia also desires to develop ma- 
chinery within the British Com- 
monwealth so that it may register 
its voice effectively in future, i.e., 
so Australia's security shall never 
again hang by the rotten thread of 
a Singapore. 


Mr. Curtin made another state- 
ment on Sept. 6, 1943, suggesting a 
permanent empire secretaril, meet- 
ing in dominions’ capitals as well as 
London. He suggested the Pacific 
war council as a model. Of Aus- 
tralia’s position he said: 

“The place that Australia will 
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occupy in the Pacific after the 
war can never be the same as 
it was up to 1939 and she must 
have available the advantages of 
concerted Empire policy if she is 
to be a power to stand for democ- 
racy in the South Pacific. Simil- 
arly, the power of Britain as a 
force for peace in the future will 
be strengthened in the world if the 
firm voice against potential ag- 
gressors comes from the Empire, 
and not merely London. The eco- 
nomic war in the post-war years 
will be fierce and marked by many 
complex angles, Australia cannot 
allow her economic position to be 
not known or misunderstood with 
a Pacific studded by bases occu- 
pied by half a dozen nations shut 
out behind tariff walls. Australia’s 
voice in these matters must be 
heard equally as it is heard now in 
matters of war. All these phases of 
Empire government after the war 
call for the constant association of 
the best minds of Britain and the 
dominions.” 

Finally, on Dec. 14, 1943, Mr. 
Curtin obtained a complete endor- 
sation from the Australian Labor 
Party of the new foreign policy 
which he and his minister of exter- 
nal afafirs, Dr. Evatt, have been 
framing. In his statement to the 
A.L.P., he foresaw a fresh stage of 
evolution of the British Empire, 
distinguished by “the association of 
independent sovereign peoples in 
matters which concerned them as 
a whole.” Australia’s policy, he 
said, should be based on co-opera- 
tion without in any way surrender 
ing the sovereignty of Australia. 


The present drift of Australian 
policy is to establish the claim 
to a greater voice in all British 
affairs affecting Australia. The 
appointment of the Duke of 
Gloucester as governor-general 
was symbolic of this drift. No one 
can yet draw the line where Aus- 
tralia would consider its interests 
and responsibility end. In the 
Southwest Pacific certainly, Aus- 
tralia will consider its interests 
paramount, In all this, Australia’s 
behavior is a complete denial of 
the belief that war would impose 
crushing strains upon British Com- 
monwealth relations, Australia is 
moving towards a role of conscious 
independence and greater weight 
within the British Commonwealth, 
It is driving towards full nation- 
hood. Curtin undoubtedly feels the 
British Commonwealth has entered 
a fresh stage of evolutionary 
growth. Australia is driving ahead 
to full nationhood. That is what 
Curtin’s words mean. ‘That is 
what the war has done for Aus- 
tralia, which is becoming neither 
more pro-American nor less pro- 
British, only more pro-Australian.

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Federal Government 
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Blind Seeking 
Age Reduction 
For Pensioners 


The provincial government will 
Support a request from the Can- 
adian Nationa! Institute for the 
Blind to the Dominion govern- 
ment asking for a reduction in the 
qualifying age of blind pensions 
from 40 to 21 years of age, it 
was announced here Wednesday, 


It was announced also that a per- 
Manent welfare for the blind com- 
mittee, to act as a liaison body be- 
tween the provincial department of 
health and the board of the Can- 
adian National Institute for the 
Blind is to be set up in Edmonton 
immediately. 

These announcements are results 
of meetings Tuesday afternoon be- 
tween an Institute for the Blind 
delegation, headed by Capt. M. C. 
Robinson, Vancouver, and Hon, Dr. 
W. W. Cross, minister of health and 
public welfare; Hon. Solon E. Low, 
provincial treasurer and minister of 
education, and A, A. McKenzie, 
commissioner for the bureau of re- 
lief and public welfare. 

It was decided that the committee 
would have a representative from 
the bureau of relief and public 
welfare; one from the department 
of health, and two from the blind 
institute. 

The delegation received assur- 
ances from Dr. Cross that any pro- 
visions made in the form of pen- 
sions for the blind would in no way 
affect provincial social assistance 
being granted to members of a 
blind person's family. 

CLOSER WORK 


The delegation pointed out the 
need for closer relationship with 
the provincial health department 
and the provincial government 
generally, in view of anticipated 
Dominion legislation in respect to 
pensions for the blind which is to 
lower the minimum age require- 
ments, and increase the pension 
rates, as well as to better facilities 
for training and employment of 
blind persons, and preventing of 
blindness, 

Officials of the blind institute 
informed the government officers 
that administration of blind pen- 
sions is to be taken out of the 
Dominion Old Age Pension Act, 
and placed under an entirely new 
act of Parliament. The new legisla- 
tion is to be administered by the 
provinces, wit) the Dominion con- 
tributing 75 per cent of pensions 
as‘ heretofore, and the provinces 25 
per cent,

Facilities for the treatment and 
hospitalization of serious eye dis- 
eases were also discussed, and the 
delegation expressed satisfaction of | 
arrangements, and appreciation of 
the annual grant given by the gov- 
ernment to the Institute. 

It was also announced at the 
meeting that the Institute will ask 
for an amendment of the Mothers’ 
Allowance Act, to bring it in line 
with other provinces, where allow- 
ances are paid to families otherwise 
eligible, where the husband and 
father is blind.

of the highway to the British 
Columbia boundary.” 

he minister said there are two 
or three sections betwen this cily 
and Grande Prairie, which the 
province hopes to gravel in 1944, 
Some of this work had been plan- 
ned for 1943, but was left for com- 
pletion this spring. 

The whole question of road im- 
provement this year is bound up 
in the manpower situation, Mr. 
Fallow pointed out. He added that 
it is now impossible for the prov- 
ince to obtain any more road 
equipment, adding to construction 
and repair difficulties. 

Questioned regarding connec- 
tions with Alberta's road system 
from British Columbia, Mr. 
Fallow said that so far the B.C, 
government has refused to under- 
take the, improvements of these 
connections, either on the north 
or south sides of the Peace River. 


The minister also commented on 
recent suggestion for a cut-off 
route for the Alaska Highway, from 
Edmonton through Whitecourt to 
Grande Prairie, saying that such a 
road was for the post-war recon- 
struction program.

And, as the daughter-in-law reci- 
procates these sentiments, they 
start a family feud that keeps them 
both miserable and wrecks the hap- 
piness of the man over whom they 
fight.

And think of the mothers whose 
jealousy makes them nullify all the 
father’s efforts to control the child- 
ren or discipline them, because they 
want to be supreme with their 
youngsters. Haven't you heard a 
womaa say: “Come to Mama, Mama 
loves you. Mama will give you an- 
other slice of pie that bad Papa 
doesn’t want you to have,” when a 
father was trying to teach a child 
self-control and te keep him from 
making himself sick? 

Haven't you known mothers 
who would slip extra money to 
children when their fathers were 
attempting to teach them how to 
handle an allowance? Haven't 


| you known mothers who would 


connive at their children doing 
things that their fathers had abso- 
lutely forbidden, until Father's 
discipline was made a mockery? 

You have. Plenty of them. And 
you have seen many a _ broken- 
hearted father paying the wayward 
children, who were the victims of 
their mother’s jealousy, out of the 
scrapes they had gotten into,

The baby’s night meal has to be 
a satisfying one if he is to be ex- 
pected to sleep through the night. 
I find many mothers give soup at 
night, with perhaps a small dish of 
sieved fruit and consider this to be 
a good evening meal. I do not. 

Soup is largely flavored water 
and the only nourishment there is 

in it comes from whatever vege- 
tables or cereal grains are add- 
ed. And vegetables themselves 
have a low caloric value, Soup is 
filling but it hasn't the stick-to- 
the-rbis quality needed to keep 
the child happy from 6 p.m, to 
6 am. 

Mrs. E. P. outlines an excellent 
diet with the exception of this night 
meal. “My baby is nearly 10 
months old, has seven teeth and 
goes to bed at 7 o'clock at night. 
He wakes up an hour later. 

Sometimes he will go to sleep if 
we walk the floor with him. Most 
of the time he has to be rocked in 
his buggy. I know I made a big 
mistake to take him out of his crib, 
but he cried so long and just 
wouldn't go to sleep, so finally 1 
had to lift him out. 

“He gets one-half ounce of 
orange juice, one teaspoon of cod 
liver oil, % cup of cereal and 8 
ounces of milk in the morning. At 
noon he has egg or meat, % cup of 
strained vegetables, rice or tapioca 
pudding. At 2 o’clock he has eight 
ounces of milk. At 6 o'clock he has 
% ounce of orange juice, % cup of 
fruit or % cup of custard, junket 
or soup. Then 8 ounces of milk.” 

It seems to me you could make 
some improvements not only in the 
night meal but in the way you are 
now feeding. The breakfast might 
better be just the cereal and milk. 
Then mid-morning give about four 
ounces of orange juice (one-half 
ounce twice daily is not enough), 
plus the cod liver oil.

War Kitchen

Although butter is scarce, here is 
a favorite recipe to try, when you 
do have a little on hand. 


DEVILED RIBS 
(Serves 4) 


One sheet spare ribs, 1 teaspoon 
chili powder, % teaspoon garlic salt 
(or 1 teaspoon grated onion), % tea- 
spoon salt, ‘% teaspoon sugar, 1 
tablespoon flour, 2 tablespoons vine- 
gar, 1 tablespoon prepared mustard, 
few grains grated nutmeg, few 
grains cayenne pepper, butter. 

Mix together chili powder, garlic 
salt, sugar, salt and flour. Stir in 
the vinegar and the prepared mus- 
tard. Add nutmeg and cayenne 
pepper. Leave spare ribs in one 
piece or cut into individual serv- 
ings. Spread with prepared season- 
ing. Arrange in Paling pan. Dot 
top lightly with bits of butter. Add 
water sufficient to cover bottom 
of pan. Roast, covered, in moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) 1 hour, bast- 
ing occasionally. Note: When pur- 
chasing ribs, have butcher crack 
the bones across to make serving 
easier. Potatoes may be roasted 
around the meat, if desired.

Italian Girl 
Likes R.A.F.

LONDON, Feb. 2.—(CP)—An 
advance guard of Royal Air Force 
public relations officers entered the 
smashed town of Foggia shortly 
after the Allied occupation and saw 
an Italian mother and her two 
young daughters, gaunt and wide- 
eyed, watching mutely as British 
Tommies ate rations by the road- 
side. 

The officers fed the trio and 
later, installed in the only habitable 
apartment building in the district, 
appointed the homeless wanderers 
to the household staff. They have 
been there ever since, 

Dark-haired Azunta was the best- 
known of the three to empire war 
correspondents who stopped at 
Foggia during a tour of the Medi- 
terranean war theatre. Just 12, and 
with but a scant knowledge of Eng- 
lish, she waited on us in the apart- 
ment dining room that also served 
as a mess. Her mother and 14-year- 
old sister worked mainly in the 
kitchen. 


CONQUERORS NOW FRIENDS 

At first timid of the liberators 
and deathly afraid of more bomb- 
ings, Azunta has blossomed into a 
healthy, smiling girl. She remains 
shy but there's no mistaking from 
the light in her big, brown eyes and 
her eagerness to please that she re- 
gards the “conquerors” as great, 
new friends, 


In the beginning, Azunta couldn't | 


understand why the Allies, in one 
of the greatest demonstrations of 
the capabilities of light and me- 
dium bombers, had to smash the 
city, She knows now that Foggia 
was headquarters of the German 
air force and that the Nazis had to 
be driven out and their airfields, 
surrounding the city, crippled. 

Azunta once helped correspon- 
dents translate into English from 
an Italian postcard the words of a 
popular German army song. 

It was a tricky business, Azunta 
knew little English and we but 
snatches of Italian. The postcard 
contained the words of “Lili Mar- 
lene,” favorite song of the once- 
proud Afrika Korps and now 
hummed throughout the Mediter- 
ranean by the Allies. 

Cheeks red from embarrassment 
as all attention focused on her as 
She attempted to explain Italian 
words by gestures, Azunta remain- 
ed nearly three hours after her 
regular work while the correspon- 
dents translated and improvised 
over a few glasses of “vino.” 

We figured that all this jollity 
and talk would make Azunta lose 
some of her shyness. When we left, 
she gave us each an orange she had 
purchased with her own money at 
the market, But her cheeks flamed

265 Applications 
For Housing Here 


The Edmonton Accommodation 
Bureau reported Wednesday that 
the 265 applications for housing re- 
ceived in.January are more than the 
number of applications made in any 
previous month since September, 
1943. 

Of the 498 adults and 118 children 
seeking living arrangements in Jan- 
uary, the bureau placed 68 trans- 
ients, 380 adults, and six children in 
more permanent arrangements. 

It was pointed out that “transient” 
applications have been steadily de- 
clining while applications from per- 
sons and families seeking more 
permanent living quarters are on 
the increase. 

Most of the applications now, it 
was stated, are from persons desir- 
ing homes or houses, but are accept- 
ing rooms, suites, or any other type 
of accommodation they can obtain. 


Snow Lack Saves 
High Moving Costs 


Edmonton's spring-like weather 
throughout the winter has saved 
the citizens approximately $55,000 
in snow removal costs compared 
with last winter, according to 
Arthur Spiller, chief clerk for the 
city engineer's department, 

During the winter of 1942-43, 
$63,427 was spent on snow removal 
compared with an estimated $8,000 
for the current winter season. The 
reduced cost is approximately one 
mill at the current tax rate, 

In the 1942-43 winter, snow re- 
moval costs for November were 
$8,324, December $41,206, and in 
January $13,897. This winter the

Tomorrow morning when you get 
up I want you to do this: Go to 
your mirror and stick out your 
tongue. Is it coated? Can you 
scrape a film from it? Is it a nor- 
mal healthy pink color or is it cov- 
ered, with a white or yellow coat? 


One reason that the first thing 
the doctor asks you to do is to 
“Stick out your tongue” is that if 
it is furred it will give him a quick 
clue that something is wrong. Often 
when illness is coming, the tongue | 
tells the tale before other symp- 
toms appear. | 

The tongue is a fairly accurate 
guage of the state of the ali/ientary | 
tract and a sluggish condition in 
the intestine often shows on the 
tongue. Liver trouble frequently 
causes a yellow or brown appear- 
ance of the tongue. Either fever or 
stomach trouble will also cause the 
pink color of the tongue to dis- 
appear. Appendicitis, auto-intoxi- 
cation, colitis, and many other 
troubles are often accompanied by 
a coated tongue. The only type of 
coat on the tongue which is of small 
diagnostic significance is that type 
where the tongue is coated early in 
the morning, but gradually clears 
during the day.

Need for Agreement on 
Monetary Stabilization 


“In the international sphere, there 
has been an increasing amount of 
thought and discussion directed to 
post-war reconstruction, One of the 
most important developments is in the 
field of monetary stabilization. I do 
not wish to attempt here any evaluation 
of the merits of the particular plans 

roposed by the monetary experts of 

ritain, the United States, and Canada. 
Indeed, it seems to me unfortunate that 
emphasis has been so largely upon 
differences in detail rather than upon 
the fundamental problems with which 
all three of the p are designed to 


cope, 

These plans are designed to provide 
for the countries of the world sufficient 
resources of foreign exchange with 
which to start the flow of international 
trade after the war; to establish a 
means of determining the exchange 
rates at which the flow shall be re- 
started and of achieving and maintain- 
ing a maximum degree of stability in 
rates over the longer term; and to set 
up what is essentially @ short-term 
international credit machinery designed 
to meet short-term maladjustments in 
the accounts of the trading nations and 
to provide time and technical assistance 
to make adjustments of a more funda- 
mental nature, The necessity of 
achieving these ends in some way is 
obvious to all who remember the diffi- 
culties and chaos of the thirties—the 
losses of international liquidity suffered 
by some countries, the instability of 
exchange rates and the increasing 
atten pte ho solve these probitis 
throu; ilateral monetary an it 
bargaining,” 


Should Reduce Trade Barriers 


, ‘Agreement as to monetary stabiliza- 
tion would be one very important step 
toward reviving international trade in 
an atmosphere of expansion and free- 
dom, Other steps will also be necessary, 
among which perhaps the most im- 
portant is agreement as to commercial 
polity. Though the necessities of war 

1ave temporarily pushed aside some of 
the barriers to trade, the whole ma- 
chinery of trade restriction remains, 
Unless plans are made soon to reduce 
and elimmate trade barriers, we may 
find that the channels of international 
commerce are again clogged when the 
war is over, ‘The announcement before 
the end of the war of plans designed to 
reduce impediments to trade would be a 
positive aid to reconversion. Further- 
more, the chances of reaching agree- 
ment on such matters are probably 


much better today wil) be 


when the world is in the midst of the 
difficult transition from war to peace.” 


Canada’s Interest in Foreign Trade 


“No country has a greater interest 
than Canada in an effective inter- 
national system. The character of our 
Tresources and our productive capacity 
are such that we must maintain and 


expand our foreign trade in order to| }; 


have a satisfactory standard of living. 
‘The colossal volume of our trade today 
is no measure of what it may be when 
the war is over, Then, instead of an 
unlimited demand for industrial pro- 
ducts and raw materials, we shall have 
to meet keen competition particularl 

in those spheres of production to whic 

war has added so much additional 
capacity—capacity far beyond the 
bounds of any foreseeable domestic 
market, The fullest attention should 
be given, and given soon, both by busi- 
nees and by government to seeking and 
planning for opportunities for post-war 
rade,"’ 


Need for Positive Immigration Policy 


“Consideration must also be given 
to the subject of immigration. There is 
& popular misconception in Europe and 
Asia that Canada with a population of 
only twelve millions makes poor use of 
her gigantic area, The fact that so 
mich of the Dominion’s lands are be- 
yond the northern fringe of effective 

uman settlement is not always ap- 
preciated. Yet when this fact is 
recognized, can anyone believe that 
Canada with her vast natural resources 
of land, timber, and minerals could not 
support a larger population? Since the 
beginning of the ‘thirties, when like 
other countries under the influence of 
the depression, we adopted a negative 
attitude toward immigration, little 
thought and study has been given to 
this problem, The benefits of immigra- 
tion from a Canadian standpoint seem 
to have been almost overlooked. T am 
satisfied that there are real possibilities 
of selective immigration and that our 
policy in this regard may have a very 
important bearing on our future eco- 
nomic welfare, ‘This is surely a subject 
on which Canada should have a posi- 
tive and constructive policy, for men 
and women of the right. type are the 
greatest assets of a nation and there 
will be multitudes wishing to leave, or 
already uprooted from, the lands of 
their birth when this conflict is over,” 


Farm Population Needs 
Replenishment 


“Another matter of great importance 
to our post-war welfare is the main- 
tenance of a healthy and growing agri- 
cultural community. In lurge measure, 
this is an international problem, as all 
those who have followed the prices of 
wheat, or for that matter, of hogs or 
steers, know full well. In this regard, 
it is encouraging to note that a serious 
attempt is now being made to develop 
the means and the will for consideration 
of agricultural policies on an inter- 
national basis, For Canada, a prosper- 
ous and active agriculture is essential 
to economic progress and to a well 
balanced economy. In my opinion, 
Canadian agriculture has by no means 
reached its full potentialities of develop- 
ment. The war has inevitably caused a 
very serious drain of population from 
the land and at the same time has led 
to a degree of industrial development, 
some of which it may not prove feasible 
tosustain, Replenishment of the farm 
population after the war will help to 
restore a better balance between agri- 
culture and industry and should make a 
sipatoant contribution to the solution 
of our economic problems,”

General Manager's Address 


After reviewing the Bank's Annual 
Statement, Mr. H.D. Burns, General 
Manager,spoke tothe meeting as follows: 


Corporate Tax Problems 


“Reverting to the subject of the 
refundable portion of the excess profits 
tax, to which I made reference when 
revi owing the Bank’s statement, I 
should like to make the general observa- 
tion that while the Government is not 
obligated to pay such portion until two 
years after the end of the war, earlier 
repayment would often be most helpful 
in the process of reconversion from war 
to peace, While the Bank is not 
directly concerned, some businesses will 
ave very substantial expenses of a 
capital nature, and I can think of no 
more appropriate use to which the 
excess profit refunds could be put than 
to stimulate and assist the re-establish- 
ment of industry in peacetime pursuits. 
It is scarcely necessary to add that the 
prompt removal of the excess profits 
tax as soon as the emergency has P 
will be @ most important factor in 
bringing about:a revival of private in- 
vestment and enterprise. No single act 
by Government will do more to stimu- 
late a return to peacetime activities, 
for, while the excess profits tax is an 
appropriate war measure, delay or 
doubt concerning its removal would 
leave a most formidable barrier in the 
way of new investment and enterprise. 
And let us remember that removal of 
the excess profits tax and reduction in 
the minimum effective rate of the 
corporate income tax does not involve 
anything like the loss in government 
revenues which might appear at first 
sight. Taxes on corporations represent 
funds removed from the productive 
and distributive machinery before they 
reach the hands of the shareholders and 
owners, If euch taxes are removed and 
lowered it means that more taxes wil 
be collected from the final recipients of 
income through the personal income 
tax which, when equitably enforced, is 
considered to be the fairest. means of 
obtaining government revenues.” 


Nationalization Proposal Discussed 


“Nationalization of banking has re- 
cently become a subject of widespread 
discussion. Mr, McLeod has already 
touched on this matter and has ex- 
pressed his thoughts in regard to the 
respective places of government and 
individual enterpriso in the post-war 
economy. With him I would emphasize 
the importance of encouraging and 
utilizing to the full the vast construc- 
tive power of individual initiative as 
one of the chief implements in buildin 
a better post-war society, Individual 
initiative in the economic as well as in 
the political sphere is an essential in- 
gredient of the democratic way of life. 

Nationalization of banking or any 
other service or industry is not an end 
in itself. Its justification or lack of 
justification lies in its potential results. 
Let me review the facts as I sce them.” 


Volume of Credit Effectively 
Controlled by Government 


“Tn the first place, those who advo- 
cate nationalization frequently stress 
| the desirability of government control 
jof money and credit because financial 
matters are so important in theeconomic 
welfare of the nation, The desirability 
of such control is not questioned today: 
it is already in existence and function- 
jing smoothly, The Bank of Canada, 
which is ent vay owned by the Govern- 
ment, controls the cash reserves of the 
Chartered Banks, and I can assure you 
that it is a close and effective control. 
By this means it exercises tho sole 
authority over the volume of credit in 
Canada, In short, the ultimate power 
to expand or contract the volume of 
credit is not vested in the Chartered 
Banks but in a government-owned 
corporation which is charged by statute 
|with the duty of directing monetary 
policy in the best interests of the 
nation, Although current events have 
provoked a wide public interest in and 
study of monetary policy, which, of 
course, is highly desirable, unfortunately, 
the impression still persists that the 
chartered banks wield a power over 
credit, which, in fact, they do not

“Among the other special wartime 
work of the banks is the continuous sale 
of War Savings Certificates and Stamps, 
both of which are now available over 
the counter, Ration coupon banking is 
another major wartime service. Throu, 
the use of the banks’ facilities the 
Government has been able to make a 
substantial saving*of manpower and 
money in connection with the handlin, 
of ration coupons, some 50 million o 
which may enter circulation every 
week. Ration coupon banking has 
reduced the number of operations inci- 
dental-to the circulation of these 
coupons and has relieved the Govern- 
ment of the detailed work of receiving 
and checking them, as well as of keeping 
the necessary individual accounts. Then 
again, the distribution of milk and 
butterfat subsidies is made through the 
banks, involving a large addition to the 
work of some Branches, I might men- 
tion a number of other wartime ser- 
vices, such as the work for the Custodian 
of Enemy Property in respect to the 
accounts and assets of enemy aliens, 
or the vast increase in banking services 
for the Government.

Canadian banks expect no special 
credit; it was their clear duty and 
responsibility, and had hey failed to 
respond to the call of war there would 
be reason for censure indeed, But in all 
fairness it should be recognized that 
they have responded splendidly, and 
have done everything within their 
power to further the prosecution of the

“Competition ensures a fair and 
reasonable hearing for prospective 
borrowers.

government regulation and control en- 
sure @ considered monetary and credit 


policy sensitive to the country’s chang- 
ing needs as determined by the national 
authoritics. As matters stand today the 
public interest is protected both by 
government regulation and control, by 
competition and by bankin Nradice 
and tradition. Nationalization of the 
banks would remove the very important’ 
element of competition and substitute 
@ government monopoly. What effect 
it would have on banking practice and 
privacy in the customer's affairs is a 
matter for conjecture. However benevo- 
lent and well-intentioned such a 
monopoly might be, the Canadian publia 
would have to accept its decisions and 
would have no recourse except through 
tho ballot-box or political influence. I 
cannot believe that this would be an 
improvement over the existing state of 
things where the Government exercises 
supervision and control over monetary 
policy generally, but leaves the par- 
ticular conduct of banking to ten 
competing banks.” 


War Effort of the United States 


“In the year just past our good 
neighbours, the United States, have 
succeeded in turning much of their vast 
potential power into actual fighting 
power, with results for the cause o' 

freedom which are apparent for all to 
see, ‘Their arms are moving to every 
battlefront of the world and their fight- 
ing men are playing a great and vital 
art both in the war against Japan and 
in that against Germany.

Of Royal Navy 


Conspicuous gallantry of a cap- 
tain of the Royal Navy during 


the Allied landings in North 
Africa in November, 1942, is 
being officially noted by the 


United States Army Wednesday 
in a posthumous award of the 
U.S. Distinguished Service Cross 
at Nelson, B.C. , 

Col. Ralph W. Dusenbury, com- 
manding officer of the post of 
Edmonton of the Northwest Service 
Command, U.S. Army, accompanied 
by Maj. Freeman C. Bishop, chief 
of the public relations branch of 
the command, and Maj. A. C, Nixon, 
representing Maj.-Gen. W. W. 
Foster, special commissioner of the 
defence projects in Northwest Can- 
ada, went to Nelson, 

Col. Dusenbury is presenting the 
U.S. Army’s Distinguished Service 
Cross to Mrs. Bertha Peters, mother 
of a British naval officer, who was 
awarded the medal for extraordin- 
ary heroism during the attack on 
Oran, Morocco, on the morning of 
November 8, 1942 

The officer, Capt. F. T. Peters. 

C., D.S.O., D.S.C., later was killed 
in an accident incidental to his 
duties while serving in the Medi- 
ferranean theatre of war 


TEXT OF CITATION 


The citation by command of 
Gen. Dwight D, Eisenhower to Capt 
Peters is as follows 


“While in command of the ship 
carrying landing forces of the 
United States Army into the harbor 
of Oran, Morocco, in the early 
morning of November 8, 1942, Capt. 
Peters distinguished himself by 
extraordinary heroism against an 
armed enemy during the attack on 
that port. He remained on the 
bridge in command of his ship in 
spite of the fact that the protective 
armor thereon had been blown in 
by enemy shellfire and was thereby 
exposed personally to the withering 
crossfire from shore defences. He 
accomplished the berthing of his 
ship, then went to the forward deck 
and assisted by one officer secured 
the forward mooring lines 

He then, with utter disregard 
of his own personal safety went 
to the quarter-deck and assisted 
in securing the aft mooring lines 
so that the troops on board could 
disembark. At that time the 
engine room was in flames and 
very shortly thereafter exploded 
and the ship turned on its side 
and sank, 

Capt. Peters was awarded the 
Victoria Cross for his successful 
efforts in the saving of the lives of 
the troops aboard his craft, accord- 
ing to work received from Mrs.
